‘Over the whole of the East the accusation was unknown till 1840, when the 


Christians brought the charge against the Jews ia Damascus. In the West it 


dates from the year 1250, under Alphonso X. of Spain.” It is a pity that one 


who velunteers information to the public should not take the trouble to be 
fairly accorate in hie statements. Dr. Salomon’s remarks are at variance with | 


well-known historical facts. Instead of the accusation being anknown through- 
out the Kast till 1840, it was brought against the Jews as early as 419. A 
drunken frelic is said to have taken place at Inmastar, between Chalcis and 
Antioeh, which resulted in some intoxicated Jews tying a Christian child to a 
croee, Moe king it, and maltreatiag it to death (Socrates Eccles. Hist. lib. vii. c. 


16). This was the earliest charge of child-murder brought against the Jews.

days ef Joesphos, who, in his Second Book against Apion, takes to pieces the 
fable of a (i: eek being found by Antiochusin the Temple at Jerusalem, fattened, 
according to Jewish custom, for an annual sacrifice: Nor does the charge of 
child-mnrder against Jews date, in the West, from 1250.

SMYRNA, 5TH AuGus!, 1881. 


The mowraful anniversary of the 9th of Ab has been celebrated here in ‘a. 


highly orthodox manner. It is truly touching to observe that, notwithstanding 
the lapse of many centuries and the many vicissitudes of every kind which our 
Jewish nation has experienced, this sad souvenir has not been effaced from the 


heart of the Jew. Whatever be the country in which they dwell, tie Jews 


asscmmblo on the Olof Ab to weep over the destruction of the Temple and the 
Joss of our nationality. The anniversary is observed with the more emotion in 
those countrics where our corelizionists are still perseeuted. When they see 
themselves overwhelived by all manner of evil and are the objects of violence on 
the part of despotic Governments, they are reminded with all the more bitter- 
nese of the abseat fatherland ad of their lost libe orty, and, with or captive 
ancestors, they recite the sublime pealm and exclaim, Te I forget thee, O 
Jerusalem, may my aight hand forget its cunning!” As for thosé who enjoy 


call civil and political rights, whilst professing the most. profound love for their 


native land, they cannot forget their celebrated traditions, and it is for this 
reason that i..cvery quarter of the globe we observe the anniversary of the 9th 
of Ab in devotional -remembrauce of the ever memorable souvenirs attached to 
that sad day.

The Grand Rabbi was deeply moved and prior to his 
departure he pronounced the usual benediction for the sovereign. 
An illustrious Jew has lately visited Ferrara in order to see his relatives and 


acquaintances. I refer to Caimacan Bey Elli Rossi, Director of the Egyptian 


Museum. fle isa distinguished doctor, has written several medical and other 
works, and has enriched [Ferrara with some important gifts which he had col- 
lected in Egypt. He was born in 1816, and is a member of the Medical Society 
of London, of the Egyptian Literary Association, and of the Homespathic 
Institute, and of numerous academies both in Italy and abroad. He is thusan 
honour to his race and religion. In 1852, Halim Pasha, son of Mehemed Ali 
took Rossi into his service as his physician. Here he soon found favour through 
his devotion to science, and as a reward he was appointed Caimacan Bey, the 
highest honour which a foreigner can attain in Egypt.

The Progressist Press, whicb is for the most part under the influence 
of Jews, is, of course, very triumphant on the subject, and several Berlin Stock 


the same time there papers express their satisfaction that the rioters who were | 


captured during the last disturbances in Pomerania will be severely punished, 
in such.an offensive way that the moderate papere, which have hitherto not 


taken any part in the conflict, have been obliged to warn the Jewish population 


asking the latter to protest energetically against the attitude of their papers, by 


which the woret passions of the Christian public can only be again stirred up 


and the movement renewed. It cannot be denied that these warnings are fully | 
justified, forthe above mentioned philo-Semitic journals are now making the 


mistake of exciting one class of the population against another. This is all ths 


more to be regretted, as the movement has as yet not been extinguished, but 


may revive at any moment.” 


The editor of the Mecklenburger Landesnachrichten, published at Schwerin, 
has been twice warned by the Grand Duke to desist from inserting articles 
hostile to the Jews. He has been informed that if an anti-Semitic article should 
again be published, he will be dismissed from his editorship and expelled from 


the city. We recommend this tolerant attitude of theo Grand D- ke to the 
Government of Prussia. 


We recently inserted _a letter, which stated that the Jewish soldier Gold- 
rchmidt, who had some time ago fought a duel with a lieutenant on account of 
his having insulted the Jews, had been sentenced to four months’ imprisonment 
in a fortress. His opponent has, however, not been let off scot-free. He has 
wi'hin the last few weeks been condemned by court-martial to three months’ 
imprisonment, but his still dangerous condition does not admit of the seutence 
being carried ont at present. 

Dr. Berthold Auerbach, the celebrated novelist, has addressed a warm and 
grateful letter of thanks to Dr. Dollinger, for the liberal and tolerant address 
which the aged theologian recently delivered at the Bavarian Royal Academy, 
and the substance of which was reprodnced in these columns.

JASSY, 12TH AUGUST, 1881, 

The Ninth of Ab is for the Jews of Roumania a day of a two-fold affliction. 
It recalls to their memories the calamities which befel the Jewish nation while 
yet the Jews could claim Judea as their Fatheriand, and it reminds them that 
unlike their brethren in Austria, France, Italy, Holland, and free Englaud, their 
present circumstances bring but little consolation or hope that the hour of their 
sufferings has yet expired. There is a change recently in the character of tho 
persecution which the Jews have to suffer. It is now conducted on a small, 
petty scale, in remote places. The authorities no longer care to indulge in a 
battwe which would excite the indignation of Europe. ‘The local functionaries 
merely wing a stray Jew now and then—just enough to whet the appetite for 
sport, and to remind the Jew that sufference is the badge of his tribe in Rou- 
mania despite treaties or congresses. This spirit of petty persecution keeps 
alive the worst possible feeling between the Jew and Christian. The moral tone 
of the Jew is depressed at every step he takes by reason of tho degradation he 
still suffers from, and the Chrstians become quite accustomed to the fact that 


the Jews bave no rights. Even treaties may be defied when it is merely a Jew 
that is concerned.

Until recently, it was the custom in Jerusalem to eat enty the 
forequarters of animals killed for food, the hinder part being sold to Genciles, but of 
late porging has become not uncommon, The meat-shops are the most noisy places 
in the quarter.. The necessity of having meat strictly esher, t hat is, fres from legal 
impurity, led to the establishment of communal slaughterers and inspectors, and the 
restriction of the sale of flesh to certain recognised houses, The sur ply is not always 
equal to the demand, and there is often great struggling to get served, The price is 
also high, as a tax is imposed by the community on every animal killed and sold for 
food. A good deal of salt fish, for the most part of inferior kind, is consumed, 
Cheese, eggs, milk, butter, olives, onions and garlic, and especially fowls, are favourite. 
articles of diet. and, of COUTrEe, vegetables and fruit.. On the whole, the Jews do not 
live so badly as their great poverty might lead one to expect, They are very particu- 
lar about bread, taking great pains to clean, and even wash, the wheat. before grind- 
ing it. The best bread in the country is made by them, and in- travelling good bread 
can only be procured in towns where there are Jews, Of COUTEE, the poorest have to 
be content with very poor fare. The salads, piekles, broiled bits of lights, liver, &, 
which are offered for sale at the corners of the street are not very appetizing, and the 


substitute for coffee made with roasted wheat, barley, or acorns, must afford but a 


poor beverage. Drug shops are surprisingly numerous, The Jews, at least’ those of 
Jerusalem, are great takers of ph¥sic, and no class amongst them reema to thrive so 
well as the quacks and medicine vendors, Old book-» alls aro found here and thero 
in which of course only J@wish works cre sold, A good Jerusalem Jew would hardly 
possess, much less offer for sale, anyothe, In one or two shops the newly-pnblished 
editions of the Talmud, Midrashim, &c., are > oe had, but only by Jewish purchasers, 
A Gentile resident once applied at one of these shops for a Jewish work, but was 
refused on. the ground that it was not lawful to sell such to any but Jews. The 
Chfef Rabbi of the time having been asked whether this is really the law, repleal 
with casuistic prudence that the book might be supplied, hecause if it were refused, 
it could be procured elsewhere, in Europe! But, doubtless, the strict orthodoxy ot 
the bookseller was secretly commended by many, and such an act would go far to 
establish his reputation, for piety. | 

The position of the Jewish community here is often misunderstood and m‘srepre- 
sented. . Even their brethren in Europe have of late been rather hard upon them, and 
have judged them, perhaps, with scant Justice, No doubt in their present condition 
there is much to be deplored, but as in every other state of things which seems to call 


|. for reform, the history of the past must be taken into consideration— the circumstances 


which in the course of centuries have caused the community to develop into its 
present difficult and anomalous state. 
That which underlies the difficulty is the intense sanctity which the Jews are 
taught to attach to the holy land, and especially the Holy City. They do not come 
here, as many Christians come, because they love the land, and find a hallowed plea- 
sure in living among scenes where patriarchs and prophets once lived, and spoke, and 
wrote. They come because to dwell in, the land is to have their sins f iryiven, and 
even to walk four cubits in it is to become worthy of eternal life ; many come because 
of the alms which are distributed, and many, no doubt, in order-to escape. that painful 
underground journey to Palestine gilgool hammuictim, which every Jew who dios 
elsewhere must make after death in order to have part. in the resurrection at the last 
day.

THE JEWS OF RUSSIA. 


Tar negociations | in the cate of Mr. have reached farther 


stage. After diplomacy, at least in the case of English diplomatists, comes 
_ publication. The Foreign Office have published the documents which have 
_ passed between Mr, Lewisonn and Earl Granvitie, and between Earl | 


and Mr. Her Masxsry’s Chargé d’Affaires at St, 


Petersburg. We are thus enabled to follow the course of action pursued by | 


Earl Granvitie up to July 18th, and to understand the grounds on which 
that action has been taken. The more light that is thrown upon the sub- 
ject the less justifiable appears to be the summary action of the St. 


Petersburg Officials in ejecting Mr. Lewisonn after a notice of 24 hours. 


By far the most interesting item of the correspondence is a long com- 
munication from the legal adviser of the British Embassy at St. Petersburg 
Mr. CigszKowskt, dealing with the legal aspects of the question from the 
point of view of Russian and of international law. It is there shown clearly 
that every Englishman, quite irrespective of creed, has the right of domi- 
cile and locomotion in Russia for a continuous period of six months. It is 
only after that time that any inquiry can be made as to his creed and any 
special licence required if he be a Jew. As Mr. Lewisoun had not. been 
six weeks in Russia when he was peremptorily expelled, he does not in any 
way come under the exceptional clauses relating to Jews, and Earl Gran- 
VILLE is clearly within the international rights of England in demanding 
“an explanation of what is apparently a violation of the -treaty rights 
accorded to Her Maugsty.” 


It is towards this end that all the efforts of the Foreign Office have - 


been directed. It has been recognised from the start that this was the only 
means by which the English Government could even indirectly interfere 


with the Russian treatment of Jews. Russia is not a secondary State like. 


Roumania or Turkey whose existence is guaranteed by the Great Powers. 
She cannot be forced to do the dictates’ of justice. She is extremely jealous 
of interference with her internal affairs, and would brook no attempt of the 
kind from a country like England, whose interests are in many ways opposed 
to those of Russia. But here in the case of Mr. Luwisouy, who isa British 
subject, there is a distinct. right on the part of England in demanding an 
explanation for the arbitrary proceedings of last August. Here is our 
point @appui, and Karl Granvitue has wisely based his whole action on the 
firm foundation afforded him by international law, After consulting the

THE DISRAELI FAMILY. 


As a sequel to a paragraph in a recent issue, to the effect that enquiries - 
were being made at Venice imto the antecedents of the Disraeli family, the 
following particulars furnished by Signor Vittorio de Rossi, of Leghorn, may 
not prove uninteresting. Sigoor Rossi states that he has obtained his inform- 
ation direct from his mother, who ia a daughter of Rachel Tedesco (née 
Disraeli), sister of Isaac D.sraclis Signor Rossi, who was thus a second cousin 
of Lord Beaconsfield, states: “The late Benjamin Disraeli, grandfather of the 
fllustrious statesman and of my mother, resided in Venice, where he carried on 
commerce ; and from there ho transferred hie abode to London towards the close 
of the last century. There he begat two children, Isaac and Rachel. The first- 
named, who warried in London, had three sons, one of whom was Lord Beacons- 
field, and a daughter. Rachel Disraeli, the si-ter of Isaac and my grandmother, 
was married in London to Angiolo Tedesco, to whom she bore four children, of 
whom the youngest is my mother, Sara. During the first years of the present 
century, Rachel Tedesco had the inisfortune to lose her husband, and in pious 
fulfilment of his last wish, she went to Italy and settled in Leghorn, where his 
family resided. Here her daughter, Sara, was married in 1835 to Signor Fiaminio 
de Rossi, and of that union the writer of the present notice was the offspring. 
Rachel Tedesco died many years ago in Leghorn, and of her four children my 
mother who resides with me is the only survivor.

‘Among the restrictions relating to liberty of conscience, worship, education, 
~ trade, industry, military service, the free exercise of all rights, and the enjoyment 

of all privileges of every citizen of the Empire, the greatest restriction is in the 
permission of settling and resijing only in certain localities in the Empire. 

‘ A full report on the present Law and Police Regulations having reference to 
this matter presents a very: wide field of inquiry, and would necessitate an analysis 
of the whole Code of Laws, Russian legislation about Jews consists mainly of. 
exceptions: a report on the exceptions would necessarily involve a review of all 
substantive laws. | 

“The present memorandum shall, therefore, be confined to an examination of 
the laws of Russia concerning the position of foreign Jews in the Empire, regarded 
from the point of view of their double disability of foreign nationality and creed. 
The disability of foreign Jews to reside and trade in all parts of the Russian Empire 
dates from the remote times of Catherine I. According to the laws of the Empire 
now in force, and in virtue of article 1516 of vol. ix. of the Code of Laws, ‘ Foreign 
Jews are not allowed to settle in Russia and become Russian subjects.’ 

“The restriction concerning the right of residence was corroborated by the now 
obsolete Imperial Ukase (Nicholas I.), which set forth, 5th August, 1833:— 

“*Section 4. Inasmuch as foreign Jews belonging to classified commercial 
bodies temporarily residing in Russia may only enjoy the right of permanent resi- 
dence in provinces assigned for the permanent domicile of Jews. in other provinces 
their right of residence is subject to the regulations prescribed for native Jews. « 

“The restrictions imposed by artiolo 1516, vol. ix.,and the Ukase of the 5th of 
August, 1833, were modified in the years 1859 and 1860 (Alexander II.), the substance 
of which legislative enactments will be hereinafter stated. 

‘The treaties and conventions in force between the Russian and other European 
Governments do not present exceptional provisions against Jews. The only excep- 
tion exists in the Treaty of Commerce and Navigation concluded between Russia and 
Austria on the lith of January, 1860. . 

“ According to the Treaty of Commerce and Navigation, now in force between 
Great Britain and Russia,on the 12th of January, 1859, it is enacted in paragraph 1 :— 

«There shall be between all the dominions and possessions of the high contract- 


| ing parties reciprocal freedom of commerce and navigation. The subjects of each 


of the contracting parties respectively shall have liberty, treely and securely, to come 
with their ships and cargees to all places, ports, and rivers in the dominions and 
possessions of the other, enjoy the same rights, privileges, liberties, favours, immunl- 
ties, and exemptions in matters of commerce and navigation which are, or may be, 
enjoyed by native subjects generally.

fair, he returned to St. Petersburg, where the police authorities ordered him to 
leave the capital within twenty-four hours, no other reason being. assigned. for 
this order than that he was a Jew. It appeared from the report on the case fur- 
nished by Her Majesty's Embassy that this proceeding was warranted by Russian law ; 


but Mr, Lewisohn having expressed a wish to be allowed to return to Russia on 


matters of business, Her Majesty’s Ambassador at St. Petersburg was instracjed to 


| inquire whether there would be any objection to Mr. Lewisohn returning to that 


capital. After considerable delay and repeated applications, a reply was received to 


the effect that the Department of Police declined to acquiesce in Mr, Lewisohn’s —
